Labor Dept. 
Funds Slashed 
by Committee

WASHINGTON (AP)-A 
$309,- 


501,000 cut in new funds for theA 
Labor Department and the De-i 
partment of Health, Education and 
Welfare was recommended today 
by the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee. 


Not even the usually untouched 


National Institutes of Health were 
spared from the committee's prun- 
ing in a $5,449,988.000-bill sent to 
the House floor for action next 
week. The Institutes were allotted 
$962,454,000, a cut of $18 million",., 
from what President Kennedy re-iff 
quested, but an increase of $70,- 
146,000 over what the Institutes 
got for the current fiscal year. 


The over-all funds recommend- 


ed for use of the two departments 
and several miscellaneous agen- 
cies for the fiscal year starting 
July 1 were almost 6 per cent less 
than the President requested. If 
approved by Congress the agencies' 
would have $118,810,600 less than., 
they had this year. 


The largest cut was a 10 per 


cent paring of the $427,220,000 re- 
quested for the Labor Depart- 
ment. Even with the reduction, 
the department would have $24,- 
430,450 more than it had this year. 


The Department of Health, Edu- 


cation and Welfare was granted 
$5,035,549,000, a cut of $265,765.000 ^ 
from the request and a reduction' 
of $144,627,600 from current year*' 
appropriations.

Questions, 
Answers 
on Viet Nam 


EDITOR'S NOTE—Malcolm W. 


Browne for the last year and a 
half has been chief Associated 
Press correspondent in South Viet 
Nam. He has traveled into many 
remote .areas with troops and re- 
ported the action. Now in the Unit- 
ed States briefly he has been 
asked many questions about the 
Vietnamese war. In this article he 
answers some of these questions. 


Q. How is the war in South Viet 


Nam going? 


A. For a few months the war 


has been on a kind of plealeau. 
Fighting and casualties go on, but 
neither side has gained much. The 
Communists have not achieved 
what they hoped to do, but they 
are still fighting as hard as ever. 


Q. How long do you think it will 


take to win? 


A. The most discouraging aspect 


is that the Viet Cong is evidently 
recruiting fighters just as fast It 
loses men in battle. In this pat- 
tern the war could go on indefinite- 
ly. Saigon' and Washington hope 
the Viet' Cong will realize it can't 
win and will give up. The Viet 
Cong hopes Washington will gel 
and agree to a negotiated truce 
of the Laotian type. Neither side 
shows signs of giving in. 


Q. How deeply is America in- 


volved? 


A. As deeply as possible—short 


of combat divisions. The decision 
has been made to hold the line 
against 
Communist subversion. 


Americans in Viet Nam fee! that 
the White House would send in 
combat units if it became obvious 
there was no other way to win. 
As it is, GI advisers are shoot- 
ing and geting shot. Technically, 
this is not combat, but to call it 
anything else is quibbling with 
words. 


Q. What would happen if Ameri- 


ca pulled out? 


A. Most Saigon government offi- 


cials, American diplomats and 
military officers agree the Com- 
munists would take over quickly. 
Without American support, Presi- 
dent Ngo Dinh Diem's government 
could not stand. The strongest op- 
position to the government is the 
Viet Cong. 


. Q. .Should America continue sup- 


port of the Diem government? 


A. It is doubtful that there is 


much choice. America can influ- 
ence Vietnamese policies only by 
persuasion. To use force would 
bring charges of colonialism that 
would strengthen the Communist 
position throughout Southeast Asia. 
The CIA is kept out of Vietnamese 
politics and confined to war ac- 
tivity in the countryside, for the 
most part. 


Q. What is life like for the aver- 


age American soldier? 


A. If he's in one of the support 


units, such as the helicopter crews, 
he is under fire almost daily. Sol- 
diers usually serve 12-month tours, 
and most I've known have been 
anxious to leave. 


Q. Vietnamese army units have 


been charged with lacking aggres- 
siveness and. being unwilling to 
fight. What about that? 


A. Most of the Vietnamese sol- 


diers I've known struck me as 
courageous — but if they are not 
pushed, they insist on cooking 
lunch and having a long siesta, 
even when their units are in hot 
pursuit of the enemy. The Viet- 
namese officer corps is organized 
on the basis of political reliabili- 
ty. Many officers are unwilling to 
initiate action that could backfire 
into a reprimand from the palace.

Cuba are pinpricks against Castro 
and the Russian troops there. 
They're simply a gesture of pro- 
test and nothing more. 


They might keep alive in the 


anti-Castro Cubans still on the is- 
land a hope that some day Castro 
might be toppled. But the raids 
wouldn't do the toppling. And 
President Kennedy said no such

There arc about 135,000 to 150,- 


flOO Cuban exiles in Florida, most- 
ly in and around Miami. About 
65.000 of them are getting relief 
from the American government. 


They represent 
Cuba's poor, 


middle class and rich. Most of 
them are from the Cuban middle 
class. They are united on one 


^thinR: their opposition to Castro 
^and their desire to get rid of him. 


But they are split into a bewil- 


dering mob of views and organi- 
zations.

archy or a new dictatorship of 
one kind or another. 


It would seem the exiles' best

Any invasion by the exiles would 


ie in a force far less than their 
total number of 135.000 to 150,000 
since those total figures include 
women and children.

Secrecy in 
Government 
Is Scored 


NEW YORK (AP)-Irwin Maier, 


president of the American News- 
paper Publishers Association, hit 
today at what he called secrecy 
and constraint in government. 


Maier said publishers "are con- 


cerned When an administration of- 
ficial speaks of using news as a 
weapon in the cold war, of con- 
trolling and managing the flow of 
news, and even of the govern- 
ment's 'right to lie'." 


Maier's comment obviously was 


directed at remarks last year by 
Arthur Sylvester, assistant secre- 
tary of defense for public affairs. 


"Equally disturbing is the ques- 


tion whether this public official 
reflects 
administration 
.policy," 


said Maier, publisher and presi- 
dent of the Milwaukee Journal. 


Maier said in a speech prepared 


for the annual ANPA convention: 


"This is not a question of wheth- 


er the government has the. right 
to time its announcements and 
news releases to achieve maxi- 
mum effectiveness for its pro- 
gram. 


"Neither is it a question of the 


•government's right to withhold 
certain items of information, dis- 
closure of which would clearly 
jeopardize national security. Gov- 
ernments have been doing this for 
a long time and there need be no 
deception involved." 


Maier said the point was that 


there was a moral difference be- 
tween withholding information and 
spreading misinformation. He said 
that "if a government, for what- 
ever motives, begins to deceive its 
citizens, it has begun to corrode 
their trust." 


Referring to newspaper strikes 


in New York, Cleveland, Minneapo 
Us and elsewhere in the last year, 
Maier said: 


"One of the alternatives that is 


being discussed among some pub- 
lishers is a no-strike, no-lockout 
agreement among publishers and' 
union leaders, combined with the 
establishment of a 'labor court' 
consisting of management, labor 
and a 'third force' representing 
the public. 


"Such a court would have the 


power to resolve all disputes that 
could not be settled by the parties

Are Changing 
for Better

NEW YORK (AP)-Steel profits 
re changing rapidly for the bet- 
er. The era of dividend cuting 
ppears over. And this would be 
o even without the recent price 
ncreases on some products.

nd most show marked improve- 
ment over the final months of last 
ear when many steel companies 
!ailed to make enough to cover 
ic old dividend rates. 
Profits still lag behind the first 
uarter of 1962, but this should 
hange in the current quarter 
The reasons for the bad com- 
arison with last year are many 
nd special. One is a different 
mode of taking depreciation Mow- 
nces which makes reported net 
rofits smaller even when gross 
arnings rise. Another is the much 
ater timetable this year for labor 
legotiations and their effect on 
ustomer planning. 
Twelve companies have reported 
n net earnings so far and of there 
ight lag behind a year ago. The 
ther four were small firms with 
pecialized products in heavy de- 
mand or with other individual ad- 
antages.

much in evidence. Gains in profits 
rom the dreary final months of 
1962 came mainly from increased 
business activity in general which 
started steel output up. 


Youngstown Sheet says the later 


iimetable for customer stockpiling 
s the principal reason first quar- 
.er volume trailed the year ago 
evel. But it also notes that a 
change in U.S. Treasury rules on 
depreciation allowances has in- 
creased such charges by $1.4 mil- 
ion. That boosts funds available 
for corporate activity, but depres- 
ses net profits. 
Youngstown Sheet's net income of 
$7,175,469 so far this year com- 
pares with $9,399,894 a year ago. 


Jones

Laughlin's profits 


dropped to $7,979,000 from $11,819,- 
000, and Armoco's to $11,015000 
from $14,143,522. 


But in all cases the indications 


were clear that profits are rising 
now along with production. The 
current quarter results should pull 
well ahead of year-ago figures.

Report Cuba

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate Preparedness subcommit- 
tee is preparing to issue its re- 
port on the Soviet military build- 
up in Cuba. Reportedly it will 
blister government agencies for 
not acting sooner on intelligence 
reports that 'the Soviets were 
bringing in missiles and troops. 


The subcommittee is understood 


to be working out the final word- 
ing of the report summarizing 
what it learned from its investiga- 
tion of Soviet strength on the is- 
land. 


Well-placed sources said a ma- 


jor problem now confronting the 
senators is getting agreement with 
military and intelligence agencies 
on whether some language in the 
report should be amended or 
stricken to avoid tipping off intel- 
ligence secrets. 


The subcommittee, headed by 


Sen. John Stennis, D-Miss., con- 
ducted its hearings in closed ses- 
sions. 


The senators reportedly were in 


agreement on Uie gist, but not 
necessarily the exact language, of 
a finding that Central Intelligence 
Agency and State and Defense De- 
parfanent evaluations substantially 
underestimated early intelligence 
information that the Russians were 
placing offensive 
missiles 
and 


thousands of men in Cuba. 


Photographic evidence obtained 


by reconnaissance flights over 


Cuba last October finally con- 
firmed that the reports were true, 
the administration has said, and 
President Kennedy then declared a 
quarantine on offensive arms ship- 
ments to Cuba.

after the Soviet Union removed 
the "offensive weapons''—m issfles 
and bombers—after days of crisis 
and the threat of nuclear war.
